CASE SENT FOR TRIAL. 


At Bray Distriet Court yesterday Laurence 
Murphy, captain oí the Crumlin Independents 
—a Gaelic football team—was returged for 
trial to the Circuit Court on bail, charged 
with the manslaughter of John Keogh, a 
memiber of the Bray Emmets Gaelic football 
team. Mr. McGonagal, solicitor, defended. 

Evidence was given by Patrick Gill, who 
refereed a match between the Bray Emmets 
and Crumlin Independents on Sunday, 15th 
ult., in which Murphy and Keogh took part. 
The game, he said, was conducted in a sport- 
ing spirit until about half-time. He then saw 
John Keogh and the defendant go for a high 
hall, when Keogh oe “Én Aine 
the latter seemed to sta When ben a 
gained his feet he tu pont struck Keogh 
with his hand on the face or neck. Keogh 
sank to the ground, and the witness ordered 
Murphy off the field. When told that Keogh 
was dead Murphy said, “I am very sorry; it 
was only an accident.’ 

Keogh had a habit of putting his head on 
his shoulder, proc the witness, and he 
would say that his head struck Murphy on 
the shoulder or elbow, 

Dr. Waterhouse, Bray, said that, as the 
result of a post-mortem examination with Dr. 
Taylor, he found that Keogh’s neck was 
broken. That injury probably would haye 
been due to the sudden jerking back of the 
head, An unexpected blow when & map was 
ie repáred to receive it might cause the 

den jerk back of the head. 

Mr. McGonagal—If Keogh and Murphy had 

ed towards ‘each other, and Keogh’ 
head struck Murphy, would that have caused 
the injury: | 

The Witness—If the front of ‘his head had 
struck Murphy, forcing his head back, that 
could have caused the injury. 

Dr. Taylor agreed that an unexpected jerk 
back oí the head would cause such an injury. 
It was on record where a female lunatic 
patient, in order to avoid being fed with - 
spoon, suddenly jerked back her head and 
broke her neck. 

Other evidence having been given, 

Mr. Price, in petaraing the accused for trial 
on pel, wy that the case was what they 
might call a most unfortunate accident. The 
prima facie case before him was the result cf 
an act of the accused which was against the 
rules of the game.

BANKRUPT’S SHARES. 


ACCOUNTANTS SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 
(BEFORE MR. OUSSEN.) 

James Lothian, accountant, has stroet, 
and Thomas J: Buckley, accountant, Ex- 
chequer. street, Dublin, were again before the 
Court on a charge of havin ag “mi 
November and - December Ath, 
wilfully pitas from the official ne in 
bankruptcy the personal estate of 
Patrick J. Weymes, Mullingar, bankrupt, 
namely, 152 shares in the Pubber Plantation 
Investment Trust, and 200 shares in the 
Nigerian Base Metal Corporation, and with 
having failed to discover or disclose the estate 
to the Court of Bankruptcy. 

There was a further joint charge against 
the defendants of having conspired to conceal 
the estate from the Court, 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. Clarke, of 
the Chief ay Solicitor’s Office) sg 
secuted, Mr, H. Burne appeared for 
Buckley and My. A. Burne {instructed by 
Mr. J. Moran) for Mr. Lothian. 

The deposition already made by Mr. 
Hollinshead, official assignee, was read and 
confirmed by him. He stated that the shares 
referred to in the charges were not disclosed 
by the bankrupt in the statement of his 
affairs. Subsequent to the examination of 
the bankrupt the witness had an interview 
with the defendant Buckley, who lodged with 
him £100 in respect of the rubber shares. He 
also had an interview with Lothian, who 
admitted that he had got some money from 
Buckley. 

Mr, Edward Hart, stockbroker, confirmed 
his deposition, in which he stated that. at the 
request of Buckley, he sold the rubber coin- 
any's shares for £323 10s. 4d. on November 
má 1926, and gave him a cheque for that 
amount made out at Buckley’s request in his 
name, nob, that oí Weymes, On the. 17th 
November Buckley. handed him the base 
metal company’s shares, which he sold for 
him for £108 19s. Later on Buckley asked 
for a cheque for himself for that amount, we 
the witness refused to give it without, - 
written authority from Weymes. Vollowien 
on what he heard subsequent to that. he 
sent the amount received to the official 
assignee, On the evening of November 26th, 
in an interview, Buckley said that he would 
never forgive him for what he had done. “The 
witness said, '' Are you aware that you have 
got me to deal in the estate of a bankrupt! "’ 
and Buckley replied that he was not aware 
that Weymes was a bankrupt, and that the 
witness had no business to disclose his 
denlings with him to ART else. 

Cross-examined by Mr. E. H. Burne, the 
witness stated that in his dealings with him 
up to that he had found Buckley an honest 
business man. The witness did not know 
that Weymes was a bankrupt, but he blamed 
Buckley for not knowing it. As far as tho 

witness knew, Buckley was not to get any- 
thing out of the transaction. 

Herbert Rose, Registrar of the Nigerian 
Base Metals Corporation, gave evidence that 
on November 4th he had a letter from 
Buckley, who stated that he was acting for 
Weymes, and asked for a duplicate certificate 
of tho shares held by Weymes in the Corpora- 
tion, as his papers had been destroyed in the 
time of the trouble here. Having received a 
letter of indemnity signed by Weymés, the 
witness had a duplicate certificate forwarded 
to Buckley. 

Each of the defendants was returned for 
trial on independent bail.

ENNIS, Friday. 

Speaking at Kilfenora, County Clare, to- 
day, Mr. de Valera, who had a very en- 
thusiastic reception, said that since fhe fatal 
Treaty was signed, his one aim had been to 
unite the Irish people, because that would 
now be the first step towards defeating 
English policy and secyring complete in- 
dependence for this country. . Referring to 
the recent comment of the Governor- 
General that it was at the instance 
of His Majesty that Republicans had 
taken to the platform, he said that that 
statement was not true. The Republicans 
were taking to the platform at the instance 
of their own common-sense, to use the means 
and machinery at their disposal at the present 
time to achieve their objective. They were 
using the foreign machinery for the purposes 
of the Irish nation, That was wedi 3 sound 
tactics, and the people should not allow them- 
selves to be persuaded to the contrary. There 
was one condition which the people should 
not lose sight of in the use of the foreign 
machinery, and that was that they must not 
pledge themselves to serve the foreigner, or 
ive allegiance to the foreigner. f they 
did their moral fight to use that foreign 
machinery would be destroyed.

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BELFAST POST OFFICE 
PROBLEM, 


A WORDFORKINGSTOWN 
ROUTE. 


From OUR Own CorresPonDENT 


BELFAST, Friday. 

Recent complaints in regard to ‘the loss of 
registered and unregistered letters at the 
General Post Office, Belfast, Lave caused the 
postal authorities grave concern. 

Sir Lynden bamey, in a letter to nae 
Belfast Press, suggests that the loss of regis- 
tered letters in transit is largely due to the 
reversion to the Kingstown and Holyhead 
route for the carriage of the principal Belfast 
mails. This, however, is not the view of 
postal officials in Belfast. They suspect that 
the cause of the trouble lies nearer to home. 
It is pointed out that such losses were noted 
before the reversion to the Kingstown and 
Holyhead route, that all mail bags sent by 
this route are sealed, and that there have 
bese, no. complaints of tampering with the. 
seals. 

As the result of inquiry, I learn that some 
time ago a new method of handling registered 
letters was introduced in the Post Office, 
Under the older system every person handling 
a letter had to sign for it, thus rendering de- 
tection of theft a comparatively easy matter. 
Now, however, there is a ‘‘ block” system, 
under which clerks sign for a number of 
letters recorded on a sheet. It is contended 
that while it may save time and expense, the 
check provid this method is not nearly as 
effective as that which was attained by the 
old system. Belfast business men appreciate 
the advantages of the Holyhead and Kings- 
town route, and not a few of them believe 
that the abuses recently complained of have 
been renderéd easier by thé Govern- 
ment’s efforts to lise. 

At thé Belfast Police Court on Thursday, John 
Sheffington, a clerk in the Belfast General 
Post Office, was returned for trial at the City 
Commission on & charge of stealing a postal 

acket. In stating the case the crows 

hcitor (Mr. H. Mussen) said that “in con- 
sequence of complaints of the loss of regis- 
tered and unregistered ‘letters at the General 
Post Office, Belfast, an inspector was sent 
over from London, and he interviewed several 
employés, Accused was employed in the 
returned letters branch to deal with letters 
bearing wrong addresses, etc. A postal packet 
was made up, containing the sum of 10s. 
and some postage stamps. Accused was 
searched by a detective, and the money and 
stamps were found on him. The accused man 
denied the charge.

S1r,—I cannot quarrel with Mr. Culverwell’s 
view, expressed in his letter of yesterday, as 
to the effect of the recommendations of the 
Board (I use the term for the sake of brevity) 
on “those electors whose votes had not been 
definitely pledged.'

attention of the Tariff Commission yester- 
day.

“We are very near getting to the 
breaking-point,”’ said Mr. G. N. Jacob, | 
who hinted. that any further impositions 
might force them’ to close their Dublin 
factory and leave the country. 


BIG EXPORT TRADE. 
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ENGLISH FLOUR TO MEET 
ENGLISH COMPETITION. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., for Messrs. Jacob 
and Company, Ltd., said that so far as their 
business of biscuit manufacture was concerned, 
the imposition of a tariff on flour could in no 
circumstances be of any benefit to them. On 
the contrary, they could not see any way in 
which the tariff could be imposed without 
putting an additional burden on their busi- 
ness, already handicapped by the setting up 
of the separate system of Customs and Excise. 

Messrs. Jacob believed that they were the 
only manufacturers of biscuits in the Saorstat 
who exported their goods for sale in Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and Overseas, in 
competition with British and foreign manufac- 
turers. About two-thirds of the output of the 
Dublin factory was sold in Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland and Overseas—most of it in 
England—in keen competition with the Eng- 
lish and Scottish makers. 

Messrs. Jacob were obliged to import more 
than two-thirds of their flour requirements, 
for the reason that there was a large number 
of biscuits of which the highest grade could 
not be made except with flour made from 
English wheat or its equivalent. This class 
was not milled or obtainable here, and the 
wheat from which this flour was milled was 

wn mostly in the East Anglian district of 
ngland, and milled on.the spot by mills 
erected for the purpose in the wheat-growing 
areas. The imposition of the tariff would 
mean that Messrs. Jacob would have to pay 
the import duty and still continue to import 
the flour. 

Every possible sacrifice had been made to 
keep the Dublin factory fully working, not 
so much for their own benefit, but rather for 
the benefit of those oyed, directly and in- 
directly. The establishment of the Customs 
barrier had naturally led to a very large eá- 
penditure by Messrs. Jacob, and they 
reckoned that there was a dead loss to the 
firm of £6,000 a year, of which they sub- 
mitted that no less than £4,000 was due to 
drawbacks,

MEETING IN CORK. 
“* Bolshevism has made an extraordinary set 
against our seamen, and, if that campaign 
succeeds, the death-knell of our great British 
Empire will be sounded,’ said the Rev. W. 
Popham Hosford, B.A., at a joint meeting in 
Cork of the Missions to Seamen and Foreign 
and Colonial Church Society. 
“The sailors have,” Mr. Hosford said, 
*‘ extraordinary patience, even under the most 
distresbitig  tircumstaheés, and are in reality 
almost as simple as little children, and I have 
never met a sailor with a complex nature.” 
Making a strong appeal for support for the 
Missions to Seamen Institute, Eden quay, 
Dublin, of which he is superintendent, the 
Rev. Mr. Hosford said that they must all 
realise that the people at home were de- 
pendent on the sailors, nót ohly for the 
necessaries and luxuries of life, but also for 
their very existence. 

The mission work among the seamen in 
Ireland was in a very serious: condition, and, 
while the Dublin Institute was one of the 
finest “of its kind in the world, there was a 
debt ‘of £6,000 on the building and £400 on 
the working account. It was the latter sum 
which caused the anxiety, as pea had not 
sufficient money to meet their bills, and he 
hoped that, out of gratitude for what those 
men had done in the Great War and were 
doing. at the present, that deficit would bé 
cléared off.

: Constitution or Chaos, 


At a meeting of Labour supporters, 
in Rathmines yesterday, Mr.. Thomas 
Johnson delivered a. reasoned criticism 
of the policy which Fianna Fáil, Mr. de 
Valera’s Republican group, has adopted 
towards the National Parliament. Fiann 
Fail has eighty-seven candidates in the 
field for the general election; and thus, 
alone among the parties that are 
challenging the Free State’s Administra- 
tion, 1t has nominated a sufficient number 
of candidates to form an alternative 
Government. Yet Mr. de Valera and his 
followers annouhce quite frankly that, if 
they are elected, they will not take the 
gath of allegiance to the King which is 
prescribed by the Free State Constitution. 
On the other hand, they assert. that, if 
they are returned as the largest. party, they 
will enter Dáil Eireann and will take their 
seats in despite of constitutional pro- 
cedure. Apart from the legal aspect of 
this attitude, its inconsistency is obvious. 
When the Anglo-Irish Treaty was 
signed in December, 1921, Mr. de 
Valera and his friends declared them- 
selves to be against it. Dáil Kireann was 
convened to decide the issue, and the 
Republicans did everything in their power 
to defeat the Treaty. They failed. If 


they. would have accepted its decision in 
the name of democracy; but, because the 
majority went against them, they declared 
that democracy was wrong. Then there 


decisive vote was registered in favour. of 
the Treaty, but still the Republicans 
| refused to accept the popular verdict. 
To-day Mr. de Valera is taking advan- 
tage of an election, held under the 
Free State Constitution, to seek the 
people’s votes for the specific and avowed 
purpose of upsetting that Constitution, if 
the electorate should be mad enough to 
give him a majority. As Mr. Johnson re- 
marks very wisely, “no country can 
become strong and healthy on a diet of 
revolutions,’’ and there is not the slightest 
doubt that Mr. de Valera. is inviting the 
people of the Free State to give him a 
mandate for another political upheaval. 
“It is essential,” says Mr. Johnson, 


shall be conducted in accordance with the 
Constitution.” The question of the oath 
of allegiance no longer is a political 
issue. It was decided not only by the 
vote of Dáil Éireann in January, 1922, 
but at two subsequent general elec- 
tions. Mr. de Valera and his 
followers are: entitled to hold what- 
They 
declare that . they want an indepen- 
State Constitution they ‘have a perfect 
right to work towards that end—stupid 
and impracticable as it may be—in the 
national Parliament; but they have no 
right to challenge the charter which pro- 
vides them with an’ opportunity of airing 
their ridiculous views. The oath of 
allegiance is an integral part of the Free 
State Constitution, and is taken by the 
members of every Parliament in the 
Empire. Mr. de Valera’s refusal to sub- 
scribe to the oath not only is a defiance 
of constitutional procedure, but is-a 
direct encouragement of revolutionary 
aims.

The Indian Peasant. 
On Wednesday we described plans that 


| the Colonial Office is considering for the 


development of agriculture through the 
Protectorates and Dependencies. The Royal: 
Commission on Indian Agriculture has 
issued an interim report which discusses a 
similar, and yet profoundly different, 
problem. In the case of the Colonies 
imperial effort must be directed to the 
subduing of the waste and the rendering 
of desert places fruitful and populous. In 
the case of India an ancient and often 
over-populated soil is concerned. Thiree- 
fourths of India’s 320,000,000 people live 
by agriculture, and methods generally are 
primitive, inefficient and wasteful. There 
is a striking parallel between India to-day 
and Ireland in the last century. ‘‘ The 
extreme and increasing sub-division of the 
land, and.the scattered character. of: the 
holdings, together form a very serious im- 
pediment to agricultural progress and the 
adoption of agricultural’ improvements.”’ 
This description of India was strictly true 
of the congested districts of Ireland down 
to a few decades ago. Among the obstacles 
to reform are the extreme conservatism of 
cultivators, rigorous laws of inheritance 
and legal complications. “The. chief. 
hindrance is that a keen desire for con- 
solidation is lacking.’’ It is suggested 
that the Government shall encourage 
voluntary effort through the co-operative 
' movement and employ a special stail— 
apparently similar to the officers of the 
old Congested Districts:Board in Treland— 
to enable selected villages to reform their 
holdings. The notion seems to be rife in 
India ‘‘that the agriculturist 
but a modicum of brains, capital and 
enterprise, and that he can be relied on to 
work out his own salvation on empirical 
lines’’—another parallel with Ireland. 
Commonly the rural population is of poor 
physique, and the people succumb easily to 
epidemics. In India average expectation | 
of life is less than half what it is in 
countries like ours. The diet of the Indian 
race is thought to account for the low 
state of healib. Most of the country folk 
depend on rice, wheat, barley, 1..illet, 
maize, vegetables and fruit ; but-milk; eggs 
and meat are infrequent luxuries. A diet 
thus deficient in vital particulars keeps 
physical efficiency low. ‘‘ Malnutrition is 
one of the outstanding difficulties in im- 
proving agriculture,”’ said one expert 
witness before the Commission. Another 
witness contended that the steady multipli- 
cation of the Indian race utterly forbade 
any improvement in the people’s lot. Very 
early marriage accounts for an‘ extremely 
high birth-rate: in the last fifty years the 
Indian population is said to have’ ih- 
creased by no fewer than 100,000,000 souls. 
Again we are reminded of Ireland in the 
fifty years before the famine of 1847- 
1848, when child marriages and an 
abnormally rapid growth ‘ot population 
lowered the condition of the rural people. 
A very different position exists to-day ; 
for, although many of India’s difficulties 
are repeated here, it is not a grow- 
ing, but a dwindling, race that is making 
such poor use of the Irish soil.

The Receipt-Cheaue Scheme. 


The Midland Bank's scheme to avoid 
payment of the twopenny stamp duty on 
chegues Íor sums under two pounds is 
now in operation, but its prospects are 
obscure. It is an extension of the practice 
which has allowed customers to withdraw 
small sums from their accounts by means 
of a receipt on which no stamp duty has | 
been payable, The new plan proposes 
that henceforward these receipts may be 
used for the payment of tradesmen’s bills, 
on the condition that the customer orders 
the bank, in writing, to pay to the bearer 
of the receipt the amount stated upon 
it. Such a system, by simplifying and 
cheapening ordinary business, would be a 
boon for large numbers of the public, but 
legal questions of a highly technical 
nature seem to be involved. Can a trades- 
man, for instance, give the receipt to 
another person in payment of a» debt 
owing by himself; and, if he passes it to 
his banker for collection, can he escape 
payment of stamp duty on a negotiable in- 
strument? The Committee of the London 
Bankers’ Clearing House, -cting on legal 
advice, has decided, while withholding 
clearing facilities from the Midland Bank’s 
scheme, to treat these receipts for the 
moment as “special presentations.’’ In 
other words,

The Coal Industry.

a few days’ notice. At the same time, |t 
oot in that France has three million tons 
of coal at her pitheads, and the Fren 
Government is at its wits’.end to se 
the mines going.

Heavy 
rains in Ohio and Missouri have caused 
this second flood crest 

The new flood is not of the proportions 
of the first disastrous inundation, but it} 
is ex ‘to check the rapid’ recession 
of the waters, which now cover huge agri- 
cultural districts: . The result will in- 
evitably be further great property loss. 

Thousands of acres of valuable Sugar 
cane lands are covered with water in 
Louisiana. The farmers were noting the 
recession of the water with gratification, 
and the news of the new flood crest is 
heart-breaking. 

At New Orleans the river has fallen to 
eighteen feet above normal, while at the 
peak it was twenty-three feet above. 

RELIEF FORGES, 

However, the river must fall as great 
deal more before it will cease‘to pour its 
muddy waters out over the low-lying cane 
lands of the. Sugar Bowl, and allow the 
lands to drain back into it. 

The waters are falling rapidly north of 
New Iberia, but there is a broad break in 
the levee there, and the water will have 
to recede considerably to allow the land to 
drain. 

Relief forces have been dispatched to 
Missouri and Kentucky, as well as Ohio, 
to aid victims of the recent cloud-bursts 
and storms there. Thirty lives were lost 
in these storms, according to latest re- 
ports. Tens of thousands. of dollars’ 
worth of damage was caused, 

750,000 AFFECTED. 

Many farmsteads, haybarns, and. hay- 
stacks were smashed flat, and crops were 
ruined over thousands of acres. Nearly 
three-quarters of a million. people have 
suffered the flooding of their homes in the 
Mississippi Valley, and tributary river 
basins. 

The Government, National’ as well as 
State, has already set in motion an in- 
vestigation & the river flood problem, with 
a view to solving it and preventing the

U.S. MINISTER’S SPEECH. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
| i CAIRO, Friday. 

Dr. “Morton, Howell, the retiring 
United States Minister to Egypt, when he 
was entertained ‘to-day by a large gather- 
ing of friends, delivered a speech which, 
taken in conjunction with an interview 
he gave to an Arabic newspaper yester- 
day, is regarded as a criticism of the 
British policy in Egypt. .. 

Dr, Howell expressed his pleasure at 
the treatment that had been accorded him 
daring his five years in Egypt, and ex- 
pressly repudiated’ the suggestion that 
Egyptians are animated by any dislike 
towards foreigners or that foreign interests 
here have ever been jeopardised, 

“I have never seén any hostile spirit 
towards foreigners,” he stated. ‘‘On the 
contrary, I have: always seen them 
courteously treated. This is not my 
opinion’ alone, but that of thousands of 
Americans ‘who have visited this country.” : 

British circles here see in his words an 
exact opposition to the declarations of the 
British Foreign Secretary, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, in the House of Commons 
this week, when he explained that the 
despatch of British warships to Egypt 
was necessary for the protection of foreign 
interests and subjects, and because the 
excitable Egyptian mobs were liable to 
get out of hand. 

Dr. Howell warmly eulogised the com- 
position and conduct of the Egyptian 
Chamber of Deputies, whom he described 
as “a wonderfully good selection of quali- 
fied men,” which words are also regarded 
as not endorsing the view held in British 
quarters. 

In referring to pressure being used in 
favour of certain powers im the com- 
mercial sphere, he declared that, had the 
Egyptian Government been free to make 
its own choice, it would have purchased 
larger quantities of American goods and 
obtained greater satisfaction. 

This statement recalls his protest against 
the new regulations regatding the types 
of motor. "bused to be used on the Cairo 
streets a few months ago, when he de- 
clared that they were framed.'for the 
discrimination against American ghassis.
